Among the Dyaks warriors mast not 
t venison because it would make 


them as timid as tbe deer. Fowls and 
eggs are forbidden to women of a Ban- 
tu tribe because on eating either a 
woman would certainly fly into the 
brush and never again be seen. Again, 
the flesh of many nnlmals is forbidden 
because the animals themselves—for 
example, swine—are disagreeable to 
the eye or hnve untidy habits.-Bx-

BAD FOR PRONUNCIATION. 


Silent Reading and Neglect of Con- 


versation Arc Harmful. 


Perhaps the most potent1 of Influ- 


ences toward diverse pronunciation, 
especially difference in accent. Is the 
fact that we seldom or never hear in 
conversation a vast number of words 
which nevertheless constitute an im- 
portant and Indispensable part of our 
rocabulary. 


"By silent reading and neglect of 


conversation language Itself." declares 
Richard Grant White, "is coming into 
disuse." The result of this practice 
Is not only that we are always men- 
ially registering pronunciations pecul- 
iar to ourselves, which we have n« 
means of ascertaining to be uncommon 
or ridlculoTf). but also that the natural 
tendencies of our language, unrestraln 
ed by the conservative force which oft- 
easlonal use in conversation might ex- 
ert, rapidly foster new pronunciations 
and produce a diversity of pronuncia- 
tion even among the most careful 
speakers. 


All these influences obviously sup- 


plement each other In resisting any 
trend toward uniform pronunciation 
and facilitate the progress of thd tend- 
encies of speech peculiar to our Eng- 
lish tongue.—Robert J. Menner in At- 
lantic Monthly.

Those Entombed Were Rescued Alive. 
Little Hope Held Out For The** 
Trapped—Fire and Afterdamp Pre- 
vent Effective Reecue Work. 


Cardiff, Wales, Oct. 15.-More than 


400 Welsh coal miners perished. It in 
feared, from fire and afterdamp In the 
Universal colliery near here. An ex 
ploMior shattered the worka soon aftei 
931 men had descended the pit 


It was stated at Brst that the da> 


shift was composed of 740 men, bill 
afterward the larger figure was given 
but by the officials. 
About 500 men 


were brought to the surface alive by 
rescue parties, and 'the managers ol 
the minr expressed the opinion thai 
there was no further hope for the re- 
maining 400 below. 


The day shift of men descended the 


shaft in the cages, and an hour after 
ward a deafening report brought the 
Inhabitants in the vicinity of the mini 
running to the pit head, where they 
found the ventilating and hoisting ma 
chlnery at the top of the shafts ha 
been blown to pieces by an explosion 
of such violence that a man who ha 
been working twenty yards away fan 
been decapitated by the force of th 
blast. 


Rescue parties of miners belonging 


to the night shift were soon on tti 
scene, making preparations to entc 
the mine in an endeavor to save tbel 
comrades 
The known conditions o 


the^ mine, however, gave little hop 
that many of those below could be rea 
cued alive. 


Reeeuer* Found Many Alive. 


Au entrance was found, however, b 


way of an adjacent shaft, and on de- 
scending the rescuing parties cam 
across scores of men huddled togetbe 
In parts of the mine Where the ventlla 
tion was still good 


Soon 327 miners had been gather*! 


together and taken up the shaft, with 
the bodies of six of their companions 
who had been killed by the explosion 
which dashed them against the op 
rights supporting the galleries. 


The rescuers continued their searr 


In remote galleries of tbe pit for oth- 
ers who might still be alive and by 
noon had picked up and brought to the 
surface altogether 000. 


The rescued miners, the members 


of the life saving gangs and the offl 
cials of the -mine declared that the) 
could not hold out much hope for thoee 
of the miners still below. The men 
brought to the surface were found en 
the east side of the mine, where the 
ventillatlon remained fairly good, while 
on the west side, where the explosion 
occurred, fire and the deadly after 
damp prevented the rescue partie* 
from making any progress toward the 
affected area

COMESJPFOR TRIAL 


Aecusid Womai In Court With 


ler Two Oiuiaters. 


. Plymouth, Mass., Oct. 18.—In one of 
the most sensational murder cases ever 
tried in the commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts Mrs. Jennie Hay Eaton faced 
a court charged with poisoning her 
husband, Rear Admiral Joseph Gilea 
Eaton of the United States navy, re 
tired, on March 8 last. 


The court was called to order at 9 30 


o'clock, with the venire on baud of 
several hundred men from which the 
jury of twelve is to be selected 
The 


trial is being- held in the staid old co- 
lonial town ofi Plymouth, about fifty 
miles from Boston, v The1 story sur 
rounding the mysterious death of thg 
distinguished naval officer is unusual, 
and teems with sensational incident 
The wide interest taken in the cas« 
is attested by the presence of the lar 
gest crowd ever seen in Plymouth.

BAD FOR PRONUNCIATION. 


Silent Reading and Neglect of Con- 


versation Arc Harmful. 


Perhaps the most potent1 of Influ- 


ences toward diverse pronunciation, 
especially difference in accent. Is the 
fact that we seldom or never hear in 
conversation a vast number of words 
which nevertheless constitute an im- 
portant and Indispensable part of our 
rocabulary. 


"By silent reading and neglect of 


conversation language Itself." declares 
Richard Grant White, "is coming into 
disuse." The result of this practice 
Is not only that we are always men- 
ially registering pronunciations pecul- 
iar to ourselves, which we have n« 
means of ascertaining to be uncommon 
or ridlculoTf). but also that the natural 
tendencies of our language, unrestraln 
ed by the conservative force which oft- 
easlonal use in conversation might ex- 
ert, rapidly foster new pronunciations 
and produce a diversity of pronuncia- 
tion even among the most careful 
speakers. 


All these influences obviously sup- 


plement each other In resisting any 
trend toward uniform pronunciation 
and facilitate the progress of thd tend- 
encies of speech peculiar to our Eng- 
lish tongue.—Robert J. Menner in At- 
lantic Monthly.

The day shift of men descended the 


shaft in the cages, and an hour after 
ward a deafening report brought the 
Inhabitants in the vicinity of the mini 
running to the pit head, where they 
found the ventilating and hoisting ma 
chlnery at the top of the shafts ha 
been blown to pieces by an explosion 
of such violence that a man who ha 
been working twenty yards away fan 
been decapitated by the force of th 
blast.
